The chareogrpher, Herman, is consid- 
ctod a rising young star of the dance world.

Herman if an inmevator who strives for 
versatility and individuality in his work.

We wanted to make 
sure we could stand op to the 
most educated Lucas fan.” 


Herman found the eradaciion Tewandling 
in many ways. “I think it is originality, the 
fact that we weren't limited to a certain 
mediuen—to being a thewter poece, a cincws 
Piece or a film plece. Therefore, the beuned- 
aries we had to work within were so huge, 
you had to explore many different creative 
nals, One of the most rewarding things 
wee opening up bo all the differen angeles of 
crealvity . 

Crarge Lucas’ Super Live Adventure 
fight coordinator, ETL Banry, found his role 
im the production very challenging.

Barry's job often was frustrating. He says,

He adds, “In the theater, you have many 
eyes logking at what you're doing from 
many different angles. [t's harder to hide 
shal, In ovovbes, ils comparatively easy." Ae 
notes that varying the camera's angle cari 
disguise a puuuch that doesn't really land in 
the face ofan actor, or the camera cat film a 
fist actually touching an acbor’s face then 
film the fist being pulled away Eroon the face, 
When the tape is played backward, it 




































appears that a punch has achwally hit the 
actor. Ba ry notes, “Film is more of a 
Magician's medi.” 

Barry, who orpanized SO) arbors and 
eciras for the last battle scene in the che 
Glory, says he has never worked on a 
show like the Super Live Adventure. 
“You're talking forty people on-stape 
fighting at the same time ... out there 
every right in Srange Costurmes bryirys te 
beat ‘the crap out of each other.”

er, whose company has worked on over 
eighty musicals and plays; David Relenchexea, 
Ulusicen desipmer, who has worked with 
marician David Copperfield and mezastar 
Michael Jackson. 

Why cid the Super Live Adventure yc bo 
Japan in the first pla? Why didn't i bour Be 
US, where Lucas nuvies were first releascd? 

Money was a major factor. A consortium 
of Japanese investors leaped at the opportu- 
nity te fund and market the prockuction. 

Also, the Japanese are crazy about Linas’ 
work. Says Schade, “I think it's partially the 
way hie is able to bring life to fantasy, That 
he is such a brillant stoneller—persomallhy, 
] think that i the secret of his success. The 
sbortes ane told with great economy, great 
wit and with a minimum of fissy. detail. . . 
you know everybody's rolatinnship quite: 
clearly." He adds, “That's what | admire 
met abet his Alms. [ tink that... Erans- 
lakes to the forekon sensibilities .... Alen, it 
can't be denied that the Japanese ane fasci- 
nated with technolagy, so that's part of their 
fescination with George Lucas.” 

Ever towel tt toured in Japan, the Super 
Live Adventure wasn't tailored to the 
Japanese audiener exocpt that the young girl 
who played the heroine is Japanese- 
Ammuzican and the dialogue was dubbed In 
Japanese by the actors who regularly dub 
Lincas” movies. Paris explains, “We waritod it 
bar Ex somthing Ehaik weld pay anywhere.” 

Does this mean that the Super Live 
Adventure could eventually end up at an 
arena near you, either in the LS, or some- 
where eke intemationally? That severe te be 
the multi-million dollar question that Peld 
Preductions would like to find the answer 
to—in the font new Gnancial backing. 

Judging by the Japanese response, the 
aha would be sucomesiul any here that 
Lucas is Popular. Schmidt says that when 
Lucas attended the show's opening nkhk “Tk 
Was amazing. He is just shy of being a god in 
Japan. He gota standing ovation when he 
was introduced at the top of the show. He 
was seated in kind of the ‘royal boo.’ When 
the ights went down, everybody watched the 
show, applauded al the appropriate times, 
and they socmd to erry it quite a bot.

movie. A huge opening 
weekend at the box office and 
manths later it has surpassed 


hit of all time! Juressic is a 
great story, but more than the 
sory, it's the effects that keep 
people coming back again 
and again. 

Enlertaninien— Weekly said 
Dennis Muren’s computer 
animations, “changed movie 
making.” They also called 
him a “computer praphics 
whiz.” Cinepanastiaile calls 
Muren, “ILM's @uru of OGL 
Just who is Dennis Muren? 

Dennis Muren is the senior 
effects supervisor at Lucasfilm’s 
Industrial Light and Magic, His 
latest venbuire = the most realis- 
tic dinosaurs anyone has ever 
seen, created for Steven 
Spielberg’s mind boggling hit 
Jurassic Park, 

Working with Steven 
Spielberg is nothing new to 
Muren, he worked on E.T. and 














Doont, Creating dazzling effects 
is also nothing new to this seven 
time Academy Award winner. 
| Having worked with ILM for 
almost twenty years, was there 
anything new to creating the 
effects for fimmassic Park? 

“When we started fiunrssic Park, I 
took a look at all the computer 
pee (XS) dinosaurs and animals 
that we could find, and there was 
nothing that even came close to 
what we needed,” says Muren. “] 
didn’t know if we could doit. And 
if we could, would it be affordable? 

“At the beginning of Jirassic, 
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ELT. a8 the biggest box office |

Steven hoped to do a lot of the 
effects with the full-size mechanical 
dinvsaurs Stan Winston (make-up 
effects expert in charge of the full- 
scale, live-action dinosaurs) had 
made, but there are limitahons to 
the complexity of motion you can 
get with big machines. If they could 
move like real dingsaurs, you'd sec 
them all over the place: They'd be 
used to walking over freeways and 
picking up crippled cars. The reason 
these machines haven't been built is 
that they'd be too heavy, they'd tear 
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themselves apart, they're dan- 
serous, or they would have to 
move very slowly to remain 
upright, 

“For shots of running ani- 
mals, where you see the whole 
animal, or shots where the ani- 
mal's performance was too 
complex for a group of pup- 
peteers to act in sync, Spielberg 
expected to have to use stop- 
motion factually go-motion) 
| with smaller rubber puppets. 

Those kinds of shots are impos- 
sible with robotic characters. 

“On this show, we had Phil 
Tippett directing the animators 
and what the dingsaurs should 
and shouldn't do. Phil is a big 
dinosaur expert, and artist, at 
a film effects expert. He made 
sure the (4G dinosaurs moved 
like real animals, not like movie 
monsters.” 

There is one scene that 
amaces more audience mem- 
bers than all the others — the 
herd of pallimimus that stampede 
trying to escape the ravenous T- 
Rex. “Very early on, Steven had 
mentioned that he wanted to do a 
dindsaur herd scene, but he didn't 
think he could make it look anv 
better than the old Lost World 
movies of 1925. One of the things 
computers can do well 1s replicate 
themselves. On our own, we did a 
test when we made a skeleton of 
a gallimimus dinosaur. We then 
made eight copies and shrank one 
down to make three babies. 

“We had a still photograph of a 
plain in Africa, digitized that and 
then used it for a background. One 
of our best animators, Eric 
Armstrong, animated a 16 frame 
eycle of a gallimimus running. The 
last frame matched the first, so it 
could appear to run forever. We 
replicated the animal, added the 
cycle, then staggered the cycles, so 
the legs touched down at different 
times. 

“Stefen Fangmeier then rendered 
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the animation from the perspective 
of the background photo: a view 
looking down ona valley. We had a 
second picture, a low angle, that 
was similar to the area in the first 
picture. So we rendered the same 
animation, the same action from 
both points of view, We took one lit- 
tle bit of animation and replicated it 
over all these cycles, viewed it twa 
different times from two different 
places, and combined it with the 
backgrounds. It looked great; the 
motions were fluid.” 
While working on 
the subsequent effects 
for Jurassic Park, Muren 
was constantly wonder- 
ing, “...where’s the 
wall? The wall has pot 
to be here somewhere in 
this technology. [ hadn’t 
found it yet. The ferrassic 
test went well: 
Terminator 2 went well. 
But ld never seen real 
live dinosaurs on 


screen; no one had ever seen this 
before. | was very cautious about 
claiming success, because we still 
didn’t know the cost until we had 
actually finished a shot that 1 felt 
was acceptable on every level.” 

The wall Muren refers to is the 
limit of technology, it's the point at 
which you say there's nothing more 
you can do. He never found that 
wall while working on Jurassic Park. 
“When we went into [P, we didn’t 
know if we were going to be able to 
move the skin over the banes of the 
dinosaurs. We thought we'd be 
miles ahead if we could just get 
blurs of motion when the animals 
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moved. Could we pet the skin mot to 
tear apart like computer skin has in 
the past? The skin is really a moving 
mesh of geometry that sometimes 
can't quite figure out how to keep 
stuck together, You can pet tears and

holes in the surfece. In [PF the skin 
moves with no tears or holes. 
"When you start getting into 
moving animals and skin, the “smart 
model’ approach was too much for 
the buelget. My background’s in 
movie-making; I'm used to going 
frame by frame and fixing things, 
faking my way through whatever 
shot I have to do. We deal with little 
pieces of ime. If we can get through 
our five or ten seconds, that’s all that 
matters... and on to the next one. 
“We've oot shots in [P that run 
over twenty seconds which show 
eople walking up to a giant, 
Ercetting: walking, dinosaur. Wo 
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Vy, he 
cuts. And the camera‘s dollying 
along, too, Every seecalled rule of 
effects is out the window, I like to 
push things.” 

Stan Winston once said he cre- 
ates characters, not puppets. 
Muren feels the same way. It's a 
performance, not just drawings 
that move. “Tt all comes down to 
performance and attitude. You've 
aot to have the performance to pet 
the heart and soul of the animal to 
come through. [t shouldn't look 
like the animal is aimbess or unfo- 
cused or lethargic. 
Then you don't have 
@ performance. You 
may have a moving 
animal, but not a per- 
formance. And pood 
movies are made out 
of good perfor- 
MaAnces. 

“What was so 
exciting for us on [P 
was how well the 
animator managed to 
wet a performance 
out of the computer. 
A computer does not 
have the slightest 
idea how to 
It was people who 
were doing it. 

“What distinguish- 
es the good from 
the preat computer 
praphics people is how they use 
this incredibly complicated soft- 
wa re/ hardware combinahen ta 
make their vision a reality. OF 
course, they have to know what 
looks good and what doesn't. 
There’s a new breed of artists now. 





They've had a few years to bearn | 


the tools of the trade. That skill 
shows up in firrsic.” 

You can now get a bachelor’s 
degree in computer graphics — mat 
something a young lad aspires to 
prow up to be in the fifties and six- 
ties. but Muren’s interest in 
movie making dates back to when 
he was very young. “I've been

“When | was ten, | pot an 8 mil- 
limeter camera and shot movies. | 
was moving things through the 
frame in stop-motion. I had a little 
Keystone camera, I had to push 
the button quickly to stop notion 
and it actually shot three frames 
instead of one. The film would 
come out all jerky, but it was still 
really exciting. 

“A couple of years later, | 
moved up to an & millimeter cam- 
era that you could view through 
the lens. Wo more parallax sani 
lems. It actually shot one frame of 
the film ata time, which was a 
breakthrough. And it could 
rewind! 

“When | was 14, my parents 
bought me a-16 millimeter Bolex 
for $600.00, That was a lot of 
money back then. Their encour- 
agement was Very important in 
helping me get where | am today. 

“My parents didn’t know what 
[was doing: I didn't know what I 
was doing! There was no effects 
community in Los Angeles, where 
[grew up. | knew maybe three or 
four kids who were doing what | 
was doing. One friend lived across 
the street, but he didn’t have a 
camera. We'd go to each other's 
houses and show our films. | 
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wasn't interested in school. I was 
Boing to it, but not interested. After 
school and summer vacations were 
spent just shooting film. And ] 
wasn't trying to tell a story or any- 


thing. | was just making these 
screwy Little effects shots and scenes, 


“L did't think it wuld amount 
to anything professional. I knew I 
didn’t want to get a normal job, but I 
didn’t think what I was doing 
would ever be a real job. In the 
Fifties and Sixties, all the major stu- 
dios, except for Fox and Disney, 
closed their effects departments. 
These were big studio shops with 
very strict rules about what FOU 
could ane couldn't do. 

“In 1975, I saw George Lucas’ 
documentary, Tat Ratt Poole. at an 
Academy screening. Francis 
Coppola was there, and he talked a 
little about George. I'd seen 
George's Americat Graffiti and THX 
1138, which I thought was a good 
film. j 

"ld heared that George was going 
to produce this space film (Star 
Wars). That same year (1976) three 
effects Glms had come out: Isivnd at 
the Top of the World, Earthgeake, and 
The Trmeertig Inferte. 1 really wanted 
to be on the inside, just to see what

these big Hollywood shows were 
like. | said to myself I'l give it a try, 
and if I dem‘t like it, 11 get out. 

“Then | learmed that John 
Dykstra had been hired to be in 
charge of the effects on Star Wars. 
John and Al Miller came up with 
the idea of building a new tool for 
controlling camera movement, the 
motion-control system. Tt enabled 
you to move the camera about with 
the use of repeatable Stepper 
motors, and to shoot at a slow 
frame which made things appear to 
move very fast when projected at 
normal speed. 

“Because I'd been doing stop- 
motion animation of the Pillsbury 
Dough Boy, | understood shooting 
slow speeds. I'd spent all day doing 
a four second shot. John Dykstra 
thought that that would be an 
advantage to running the motion- 
control equipment, So he hired me. 
He was right.” So started Muren’s 
career at ILM. 

Ina recent issue of On Procfuctiore, 
George Lucas is quoted as saying 
Jurassic Park is, “..the dawning of a 
new entertainment ape.” New for 
Muren and ILM are, “Selimdier’s List 
(directed by Steven Spielberg, shot 
in Poland); Welf with Jack 
Nicholson, Michelle Pfeiffer, 
Mia Farrow -- a major Mike 
Nichols’ movie; the 
Flintstones and Forest Gump, 
to name a few." 

July's Science Fiction Age 
quoted Muren as saying 
that talent, not innovations, 
in computer technology, is 
now the driving force in 
achieving advances in spe- 
cial effects work. It's this 
that keeps him going. “The 
Academy Awards were 
never an incentive; the 
salary was never an incen- 
tive. ['m here for the same 
reason now as when I got 
here: a yearning to fulfil a 
vision. 

“saw a wall with tradi- 
tional technology. With 
CG coming into its awn, 
that wall is gone. That's 
what's Keeping me going 
now.
